ed half after two this afternoon, every 
street car in Newark stopped running, 
nearly every wheel of industry in the 
city ceased to revolve, while the Cen- 
tral_ station fire bell in slow and sol- 
emn accents proclaimed the fact that 
all that was mortal of William Mc- 
Kinley, President, was afe that hour be- 
ing consigned to Its last resting place 
in West Lawn cemetery at Canton, 
Ohio. At the expiration of ten min- 
utes the tolling ceased and the cars 
started. 


The public schools had been closed 


in the morning, the banks had been 
closed all day and nearly every place 
of business and 
every office 
in the 


city was closed at noon to remain 
closed until four o'clock out of respect 
to the memory of the late President of 
the United States. At 1:30 o'clock a 
suitable memorial program published 
elsewhere in this paper, was begun at 
Memorial Auditorium.
